the above Act. As a result of the said noctural noise , generated by the 
amplified music , I find that the communal harmony that has been 
enjoyed by the different communities in the villages during the pre 
electronic era is rapidly eroding due to the new epidemic of sound 
pollution since no one keeps a check to see whether the volume of sound 
is within the range of reasonability and at minimum audible level.

AWARD 


In exercise of the power conferred by clause (d ) of sub - section (1) 
of section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act , 1947. (Central Act 14 of 
1947), the Government of Goa by order No. 28 /31/95- LAB dated 
7-8-1995 referred the following dispute for adjudication by this, 
Tribunal, 


The Rombay High Court further held that the provisions of Rule 10 -B 
of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (Central Rules 1957) which 
requires the party raising a dispute to file a statement of demands 
relating only to the issue in the orderof reference for adjudication within 
15 days from the receipt of the order of reference and forward copies 
to the opposite party involved , clearly indicates that the party who raises 
the industrial dispute is bound to prove the contention raised by him and 
an Industrial Tribunal or Labour court would be erring in placing the 
burden of proof on the other party to the dispute . In another case, i.e. 
in the case of V. K. Raj Industries V /s Labour Court (I) and others 
reported in 1981 (29) FLR 194 , the Allahabad High Court has held that 
the proceedingsbefore the Industrial Tribunal are judicial in nature even 
though the Indian Evidence Act is not applicable to the proceedings 
before the Industrial Court, but the principles underlying the said Act 
are applicable. The High Court has further held that it is well settled that 
if a party challenges the validity of an order, and if no evidence is 
produced ,the Party invoking the jurisdiction must fail. The High Court 
has also held that if the workman fails to appear or to file written 
statement or produce evidence , the dispute referred by the Government 
cannot be answered in favourof the workman and he will not be entitled

2. On receipt of the reference , a case was registered under 
No. IT /36 /95 and Registered A / D notice was issued to both 
the parties. The registered notice issued to the Party I (For short 
" Workman " ) was returned with postal endorsement “ Expired ” and 
notice issued to the Employer/Party II was rc urned unserved with 
postal endorsement " Party Left” . Subsequently , Shri K. V. Nadkarni 
appeared and submitted that he wants to file an application for bringing 
the legal representatives of the deceased workman on record . He also 
submitted that he would submit the proper address of the Party II. There 
on 2-8-96 . Shri Nadkarni filed an application on behalf of the legal 
representatives of the deceased workman dated 2-8-96 for bringing 
them on record in place of the deceased workman . Notice was issued 
to the Employer/Party II (For short " Employer" ) to file their say on the 
application filed by the legal representatives of the deceased workman , 
Registered notice issued to the Employer was returned unserved with 
postal endorsement “ Left" . Shri Nadkarni thereafter, furnished fresh 
address of the Employer and registered A /D notice was issued to the 
Party II on the said address . However, the said notice was also returned 
unserved with postal endorsement “ Unclaimed” . However, notice was 
thereafter issued to the Employer under certificate of posting informing 
the Employer that the case was fixed for filing their say on the 
application filed by the legal representatives for bringing them on 
record. On 9-12-96 , on the said date, none appeared on behalf of the 
employer and therefore , another opportunity was given to the employer 
to file their Say on 10-1-1997. On the said date also, none appeared on 
behalf of the employer and consequently , no say was filed on the 
application filed by the legal representatives of the deceased workman . 
In the circumstances, the application filed by the legal representatives 
dated 2-9-95 was allowed and they were brought on record as Party I 
in place of the deceased workman . Thereafter, the case was fixed for 
filing of the Statement of Claim on behalf of the Party I. However, 
inspite of several opportunities given , no claim statement was filed on 
behalf of the Party I. On 5-5-97, when the case was fixed for hearing , 
Shri Nadkarni, representing the Party I submitted that inspite of the 
notice given by him to the Party I,they did not approach him for giving 
instructions to prepare the Statement of Claim and , therefore , he was 
unable to file the Statement of Claim on behalf of the Party I. 


4. In the present case , the Governmentmade the reference against 
the workman as he contended that the termination of his services by the 
employer w.e.f. 10-3-93 is illegal and unjustified . The legalrepresentatives 
of the deceased workman , i.e. the Party I, filed an application to bring 
them on record in place of the deceased workman which was allowed 
and consequently , they were brought on record as party I in this 
proceedings . The Party I was given several opportunities to file their 
Statement of Claim but they failed to do so . Shri Nadkarni,representing 
the Party I also produced a letter dated 25-4-95 addressed by him to the 
Party 1 intimating them that the case was fixed for filing the Statement 
of Claim by them on 5-8-95 at- 10.30 a.m.and that they should contact 
him in advance so as to prepare the statement of Claim , failing which 
it would be presumed that they are not interested in the matter. Shri 
Nadkarni submitted that inspite of the said letter which was received by 
the Party I, the Party I did not contact him which showed that they were 
not interested in thematter and therefore,he could not file the Statement 
of claim on behalf of the Party 1. This shows that the Party I are not 
interested in proceeding further with the matter and therefore , no 
statement of Claim was filed on their behalf. There is , therefore , no 
materialbefore me to hold that the action of the employer in terminating 
the services of the workman was not legal and justified . In the absence 
of any evidence it cannot be held that the action of the employer in 
terminating the services of the workman is illegal and unjustified as laid 
down by the Bombay High Court, Panaji Bench in the case of V.N.S. 
Engg., Services (Supra ) and that of the Allahabad High Court in the case 
of V. K. Raj Industries (Supra ). 


5. In the circumstances, I hold that the Party I has failed to prove that 
the action of the employer in terminating the services of the workman 
w.e.f. 10-3-93 is not legal and justified. Hence, I pass the following 
order . 


Order 


It is hereby held that the action of the management of M /s Navdhatu 
Udyog Limited , Margao , in terminating the services of the workman 
Shri Jose I. Diniz , Crane Operator with effect from 10-3-1993 is legal 
and justified . 


No order as to costs. 


3. The reference of the dispute was made by the Government at the 
instance of the workman since he challenged the action of the employer 
in terminating his services w.e.f. 10-3-93 and as such , he raised an 
industrial dispute . The Bombay High Court, Panaji Bench in the case 
of V.N.S. Engg ., Services V /s Industrial TribunalGoa, Daman and Diu 
and another reported in FJR Vol. 71 at page 393 has held that there is 
nothing in the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 that indicates a departure 
from the general rule that he who approaches a Court for relief should 
prove his case i.e. the obligation to lead evidence to establish an 
allegation , the test being that he who does not lead evidence must fail.

Whereas by Government Notification No. 22 /76 /97-RD dated 
29-7-97 published on pages 357, 358 of Series II ,No. 24 of the Oficial 
Gazette, dated 11-9-97 and in twonewspapers (1) Navhind Timescated : 
9-8-97 (2) Gomantak dated 10-8-97 it was notified under section 4 of 
the Land Acquisition Act, 1894 (Central Act 1 of 1894 ) (hereinafter 
referred to as " the said Act ” ) that the land , specified in the Schedule 
appended to the said Notification was likely to be needed for the public 
purpose viz . for construction of 33/11 KV Sub- Station at Candolim . 


Whereas vide S. O. 60 (E ) dated 27-1-1994 , the Government of 
India , Ministry of Environment & Forests New Delhi, issued the 
Environment Impact Assessment Notification , 1994 , specifying 
inter - alia , the requirements and procedure for seeking environmental 
clearance of projects (hereinafter called the " EIA Notification ” ).
